Mr Dennys, with reference to the quea- 
tion ‘of. diamiesing the suit: siaply. on 
the” ground :that the defendant con.

FOREIGN TRADE OF CHINA IN 


1992. 

Tho following is the report Mr Kopsch, 
Statistical Secretary of the Imperial Mari- 
time Customs, on the Foreign Traie of 
Chins for the year 1892 ;— . 

GENERAL, 

The value of. the Foreign trade 
of Qhina ie estimated at Hk. Tis, 
237,684,000, or au. increase over fhe. un- 
precedentedly high total of 1891 of Bk, Ts.
